A Pulse that Ran Away Up to One Hundred and Thir- 
ty-Seven Beats---A Season of Breathless Anxiety 
--What the Doctorsand Attendants Say--- 
Condition of the Patient Up to 2a.m.

Exseron, N. J., September 17—10 p.m.—Not 
in the history of the president’s case has his 
condition been sovgrave as to-night. Not even 
at the tlme he was shot, and the danger of an 
immediate fatal result by the shock was 
feared, did he approach so near the valley of 
death as to-day. But a worse feature attaches 
to this attack than attended all the previous 
relapses, for in it is made apparent the indis- 
putable symptoms of pywmia—called mod- 
erately chronic by some, but perhaps more 
truthfully denominated acute by others. From 
such paroxysins as those of to-day there may be 
a temporary rally, but the history of active 
blood-poisoning is that ninety-nine cases out 
of every one hundred preve fatal. Its bad 
effects go on till death relieves its victim. 
Rigor succeeding rigor, accompanied by vom- 
iting, sweat and delimium—those were the 
features of to-day’s attack. Under the 
circumstances the attorney general has

ELBERON, N J, September 17—8:50 a m.—At the 
morning examination and dressing of the president, 
his temperafure was 99.8, pulse 108, respiration 21. 
The fluctuations of pulse during the night varied 
from 116 to 130, his temperature during this time not 
deviating much from normal. He slept quite well, 
takfhg nourishment at proper intervals, His cough 
was not troublesome, and expectoration was moder- 
ate. The discharge from the wound is more healthy 
and the color of the granulation slightly improved

Dr. Boynton says he feels better about the presi- 
<dlent’s condition this morning than he did yesterday 
morning. He does not consider that there is any 
marked improvement, however, excepting that the 
wound looks better. 

The cabinet are expected to arrive this evening. 
Defibrinated beef blood is being administered to the 
president by enemata. Arrangements have been 
made to have fresh blood brought here daily. The 
patient had two ounces of it last night, and has had 
three ounces already this morning. Good results 
are expected from this treatment. 

BLISS GROWS REASSURING, 
10:50 a m—Dr Bliss does not think that there has 


been any marked change for the worse in the presi- 
dent's case. The wound looks more favorable this 
morning,the pus being of a more*healthy- character. 
Suppuration from the parotid gland is more lifeless 
than it has been, and looks more healthy. The 
lung trouble has not increased in area, and is con 
sidered to be in a better condition. His cough is 
less annoying, and expectoration is not so exhaust- 
ive. This has been a better day than was yesterday 
expected. His pulse is now 106, 
A STARTLING CHANGE, 

1 p m.—The president had a rigor about 11 o'clock 
this Inorning; it lasted about twenty minutes, dur- 
ing which time his pulse ran up to 137. After the 
rigor passed off, the president vomited considera- 
bly. His pulse at this hour has decreased to 120, 
temperature being 101, and respiration 24. His situ- 
tion is decidedly critical, inasmuch as there is great 
probability that more chills will occur. Itis now 
learned that there were indications of the rigor yes- 
terday. The president -also suffered from over- 
eating last night, being troubled with pains in his 
stomach. 

Dr Boynton in answer to questions of the repre- 
sentative of the associated press, shortly afterward 
the rigor became known, saidthat it is one of the 
many unfavorable symptoms which: must be look- 
ed for at this stage of the case; at the same time re- 
asserting his remarks made heretofore to the effect 
that everything terrible follows the existence of 
chronic pyemia. Great apprehension prevails. 

CAUSED BY THE RIGHT LUNG. . 

After the rigor passed off the president commenced 
perspiring quite freely. During the rigor the pa- 
tient was delirious. The occurrence of rigor is con- 
ceded to be evidence of acute pywmia. Dr Boyn- 
ton thinks the cause of the chill was the result of 
@n abscess in the right lung. 

FEELING A LITTLE BETTER. 

3:30 p m—The president has been sleeping almost 
continuously since the rigor passed off. He avboke 
a few minutes ago, and after being sponged off ex- 
pressed himself as feeling better than before the 
<hill occurred. His pulse at this hour is 115. 

THE EVENING BULLETIN. 

6 p m—At the examination of the president at 12 
mto-day his temperature was 102, pulse 120, respi- 
ration 24. Ati1:30a m, he hadasevere chill, last- 
ing half an hour, followed by perspiration. Since 
the noon-examination there has been a gradual fall 
of temperature, with diminished frequency of 
pulse and respiration, so that at the evening exam- 
ination his temperature was 98, pulse 102, respira- 
tion 18. He has slept most of the time during the 
evening, and has taken his nourishment at the 
proper intervals.

Much interest was manifested in what the morn- 
ing bulletin would contain, and its issuance 
was eagerly awaited. After it had been 
posted the anxiety was somewhat allay- 
ed, as it showed very conclusively 
that there had been no further loss during the 
After the bulletin was prepared Drs, 
Boynton came over to Elberon 
and were  beseiged by representatives of 
the press for the details of the case 
during the night and opinions as to the prospects 
for the day. : 

Dr Boynton did not consider that there was suffi 
cient change to warrant the statement that the pres- 
ident had gained ground, but he found great satis- 
faction in the fact that there had been no loss and the 
general condition of the patient led him to believe 
that he would havea more comfortable day than 
he passed yesterday. The doctor considered the 
wound in a better form, and the least change for 
the better in that or any other symptom he thought 
was ground for believing that the day would pass 
more favorably. There were no grounds for feeling 
reassured, however, and the situation was still one 
of extreme gravity. 

Dr Bliss said he thought the wound presented a 
more healthy appearance, notwithstanding the 
presence of the febrile rise during the greater part 
of the night. He summed up his general condition 
as being a little brighter than last night. 
The flow of pus from the parotid gland 
had decreased somewhat and looked better. The 
wound presented a fresher and better appearance 
The cough was not so annoying and 

The doctor considered it a 
cause for gratification in view of the 
condition of the president last night, that 
the area of the lung affection has not at this time 
apparently increased. The expectoration during 
the night was somewhat decreased and appeared 
to be of a better and more healthy quality. 

Dr Bliss explained to the representative of the asso- 
the new treatment which had 
been commenced last night, which it ap- 
pears has become necessary from the 
president’s increased loss of vitality, and which is 
now in such a low condition that the food taken 
by the stomach has ceased to assimilate prop- 
erly, or at least sufficiently to over- 
come the waste which is going on. 
The new treatment is the administration of de- 
fibrinated beef slood by enemata. The blood is pro-

‘‘He is not as strong now, is he, as when the rigor 
occurred in Washington ?”’ 

“Oh, no; not by any mecans.’”’ 

“Would he be able to stand a continuation of the 
rigors any length of time?’ 

‘41 would be impossible to say how long he could 
stand them.”’ 

The situation at midnight may be briefly summed 
up as follows: The president is not so well; there 
has been a slightimprovement, but it has not been 
maintained. The case from the first has been one of 
fluctuations, and each depression has resulted in 
loss. During the intervals between the relapses there 
have been apparent improvements, but they have 
been improvements only in comparison with the 
lower points reached in the depressions, and have 
never lifted the patient up to the position 
e held before the relapse. Both 
the president and Mrs. Garfield comprehend 
the situation perfectly. Dr Boynton when asked by 
the president to-day what his real condition was, 
replied as encouragingly as possible, telling him the 
facts in the case; and expressing the hope that he 
would tide over the present difficulty as he has 
most serious ones, Mrs Garfield is naturally exceed- 
her. husband. She _ fully 
realizes the gravity of the situation,and hopes for the 
best. Dr. Boynton does not think if the president 
grows worse he will be liable to sink rapidly, and 
that if he does not rally from this crisis, he will 
linger some time. The cottages have been closed 
for the night, and everything appears quiet about 
the president's quarter. 

MACVEAGH TO LOWELL, 

The following was sent this evening to Lowell, at 
London: The president had a severe chill this 
forenoon, lasting for half an hour and followed by 
considerable fever and perspiration. Since then 
there has been a gradual decrease in his pulse, tem- 
perature and respiration, and he has slept most of 
the time. There has been no gainin strength nor 
any evidence of repair, and the situation is now

‘SOUTHERN POSSIBILITIES 


DESCANTED UPON BY MR. JOHN H. 
INMAN, OF NEW) YORK. 


Immense Sums of Money Seeking Profitable Invest- 
ment---Why it Now Fights Shy of the West, and 
is Inclined to Look Towardthe Ever Fer- 
tile Fields of the Sunny South. 

Mr John H Inman, of New York, reached Atlanta 
on Friday evening. 

Mr Inman isthe head of the firm of Inman, 
Swann & Co, and is one of the leading financiers of 
thi§ country. Although a young man, there are 
only two or three men in New York who command 
more capital than he. Counting his own wealth 
well up into the millions, he has the thorough con- 
fidence of capitalists all through the country, and 
his sagacity and success strengthen him year after 
year. He has lately invested heavily in southern 
property, and is now prospecting with a view of 
making other investments. 

A representative of THE CONSTITUTION called on 
Mr Inman on yesterday, and asked his views on the 
outlook, which he modestly offered to give. In re- 
sponse to an inquiry as to what he thought of the 
prospects of the south, he said; 

“Itismy opinion that the whole country will de- 
velop very rapidly withiy the next ten years. The 
immense amounts of cata in New York, Phila- 
delphia and Boston, as well as throughout the 
smaller cities of the north and east uninyested or 
in use at low rates will inevitably seek investment 
in sections of the country that are yet undeveloped 
and not supplied with capital. There is little to do 
in the way of developmentin New England, and 
capital looking for investment must seek the west 
or the south. The west has already been occupied, 
so tospeak, the best points haying been taken, and 
the most promising projects carried out, The south, 
on the other hand, devastated by the war has suffer- 
ed ever since for the lack of capital. There has 
been searcely enough to rehabilitate” the 
farms and carry on the current business of this see- 
tion. When attempts were made to develop great 
properties there was such a lack of capital that 
bankruptcy was usually the result. There were 
many fine properties forced to sale and others that 
lay idle for the lack of money to push them with 
With every condition more favorable than the west 
ithas happened, therefore, that the south has lan- 
guished while the west has teamed with activity. 
At length, however, capital, which is as keen eyed 


as it is cautious, is finding the good things that are 


| offered in the south, and there will be no trouble

“You say that the west is fully occupied. The 
map shows that there are great tracts yet unset- 
tled.’’ . 
“Most of tlle region that is marked “unsettled”’ 


/ on the maps is composed of alkali plains too poor to 


be worked of virtual deserts, or of prairies too cold 
to live upon. The recent drouth and fires in even 
those parts of the northwest that are occupied show 
how terrible the summer is, and the terrible suffer- 
ing of last winter, when whole villages were snowed 
up, and hundreds of persons perished through the 
cold,can give us an idea of their winters. Of course 
Capital will hesitate to: seek sections in which there 
are such troubles in all seasons as these. In the 
there is nothing of this. The climate is 
the are certain, and _ there 
is no occasion for anything like a_i gen- 
eral failure. The very fact that the 
southern farmers have been compelled to produce 
the cotton crop, and at the same time pay for sup- 
plies fifty per cent interest for the use of money wr 
cight months on the immense amounts they have 
paid out for fertilizers, farm implements and pro- 
visions, Which isover 6 per cent per month—the 
fuct, Isay, that they have been paying this ruinous 
interest for the past fifteen years, at the sume time 
contending with the untried labor and new condi- 
tion of things, and have yet managed, not only to 
keep their heads above water, but to make money, 
is perfeet proof that this is the best section for the 
farmerin America. As soon as capital comes into 
the south and farmers can pay cash for their 
supplies, getting the cash at  rates—as 
soon us they have mastered the new science of farm- 
‘ing with free laborand with improved machiffery 
and scientific method, and ws soon they learn 
to diversify their crops and adopt the exactand 
prudent management of the northern farmer, they 
willbecome the most prosperous people on. the 
earth, in myopinion. Where the farmers are pros- 
perous there isalways little risk in lending or m- 
vesting’ capital.’’ 

“Will notthe epidemics that the south is subject 
to countsomewhat against her?”’ 

“Notat all. Assoon as-better health regulations 
are adopted in the cities and a stricter 
quarantine established along the cousts 
we will have seen the last of. yellow 
fever, cholera and similar troubles. New York and 
Philadelphia at one time suffered with vellow fever 
just as the southern cities do, but they are not 
troubled with it now. This shows that it is not the 
fault of climate, and that by prudence it ean be 
avoided. Even now the heart of the south, the great 
Piedmont region, is notsubject toany epidemic, and 
ina few years we shall see yellow fever and cholera 
disappear even from the limited territory that it 
visits occasionally now.” 

“‘What are the greatest agents of development in 
the south?’’ 

“T should say the railroads, It is commerce that 
develops and builds upany country. In olden 
times those portions of the coasts on which there 
were the best bays and harbors became sites of great 
cities simply because they were points at which the 
products of the interior were collected and sent to 
market. The railroads are to the interior just what 
the harbors are to the coast and will just as certain- 
ly develop the sections through which they run. 
They will bring into cultivation vast tracts of land, 
heretofore too remote from market to pay for 
the cultivation of staple crops. They will de- 
velop mining properties that were heretafore inac- 
cessible; they will make available vast forests of 
common and hard wood that heretofore would not 
pay for the felling, and they will build villages, 
towns and cities to handle the trade and forward the 
products of the heretofore undeveloped regions that 
they penetrate. 

‘‘Better than all these, new roads will bringin their 
wake new settlers from all over the world. It is nee- 
essary for their prosperity that they should establish 
colonies of farmers and mechanics along their lines, 
and already many of them have agents in Europe 
to induce emigrants to seek homesin the south. 
I find that in many portions of the south there 
are thrifty colonies of Swiss, German, Englishmen, 
Frenchmen and Alsatians established on the lines 
of the new reads, and this is but an earnest of what 
will follow. The. consolidation of the various 
short lines into great combinations with ample capi- 
tal, will hasten the development and these corpora- 

tions should be looked upon with kindliness rather 
than suspicion by the people. Itis imperative with 
them to build up the country through which they 
run, rather than impede its growth, and the hum- 
blest citizen who livesalong their lines is not more 
dependent upon the progressand prosperity of the 
country then they are. I have little or no interestin 
any of these corporations, my work being in a to- 
tally different sphere, but I feel strongly upon this 
subject. Instead of opposing or legislating against 
the men who build these roads, they should be given 
every sympathy and encouragement. In my opin- 
ion, the railroad system of the south is still in its in- 
fancy. They are just now getting in condition to 
command, at living rates, all the capital they want. 
niece sm Three years ago they could only sell 
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par. You see what immense advantage this gives 
them over what they had to contend against even so 
shorta time ago. IfI remember correctly your Air- 
Line road sold her 8 per cent bonds at & cents, and 
now her 6 per cent bonds should bring par. So for 
a million dollars in bonds they would now receive 
#150,000 more than they could get a few years ago 
and have $20,000 less annual interest to pay on every 
million, If the roads are not impeded and capital 
scared out of southern railroad investments by popu- 
lar distrust and hostile legislation,1 look for immense 
developments within the next few years. Railroads 
especially need public confidence and friendly leg- 
islation, and I think in your state a great mistake is 
made in not allowing counties to subscribe a certain 
per centage on their taxable property to railroads 
that it is proposed to build through the counties 
subscribing. By this means you will find many 
short railroads built for developing special sections 
that otherwise would not be taken care of. This is 
the case in several other southern states, Capital 
put in railroads always brings capital for other en- 
terprises. As I said before, I have little interest in 
railroad enterprises, and expect to have no more, 
so. that my testimony may be con- 
sidered that of an impartial man, who simply de- 
sires to see his native section prosper.’’ 

“You find capital coming south for general enter- 
prises?’’ « 

“Very rapidly, It is generally confessed now in 
the north, even by those who have been most against 
the south heretofore, that an investmentin the south 
now affords just as good security and vastly more 
eutcome thah an investment in the middle or east- 
ern states, oreven in the west. A gentleman pro- 
posed tome the other day to make a large invest- 
mentin Pennsylvania iron and coal property that 
promised well, but I declined, saying that 
I could getan equally safe investment in a southern 
state that I could select, and one that promises 
much greater results, and that! preferred for these 
as well as for personal reasons, to put my money 
there There is so much capital in and about 
Pennsylvania that really all the best opportunities 
have been taken. One thing that I might say asa 
southerner talking to his own people, and that is 
this; there is nothing that gives a capitalist, who is 
looking foran investment in the south so much 
confidence, or that leads him to wish toinvest asa 
pleasant reception at the hands of the people, and 


on exhibition of confidence on their part in their 


own section. One mistake some of your leading 
men make, is crouking. I have been told on this 
trip by good men ‘that the south is growing poorer 
and poorer every year from planting too much cot- 
ton.’ ‘Weare making no money down here,” etc., 
Now what is the use of talking so; you are making 
money, and if you want capital and immigration 
why not puton a cheerful face, and say that your 
section is prosperous, Such talk didn’t influence 
me, for 'm a southern man, raised here and know 
the south and her resources, but to a stranger it 
would tend to throw him off. For instance, I 
went to Nashville a short time ago, to examine 
some property, to see whether or not it was safe 
to take one million dollars of mortgage bonds 
of the company owning it. Upon reaching Nash- 
ville I at once went out to the property, examined 


itand was satisfied. I concluded that there was 
more money in taking charge of the property than 
in simply taking the bonds, provided it could be 
secured in the proper way. i did not understand, 
however, why the cupitalists of Nashville had not 
taken hold of it, especially as I knew from the bank 
deposits of the city that there was plenty of money 
there. Lasked a prominent man the reason of this 
und he replied that the people were afraid of that 
bigathing. This chilled me somewhat, but! soon 
afterwards called on Mr Baxter, president of the 
First national bank, which bank, by the way, has 
the largest deposits of any south of the UVhie 
river. Upon beitig introduced io him he said: 
1 leurn that you are negotiating for some very 
important property near here, 1 replied that I was 
but was yet undetermined as to what I would do, 
and asked him why it was that no Nashville man 
cured to investin it. Knowing that I had a yalua- 
ble option on the property,.he replied, in a quick 
and business-like way: ‘You give us a chance, and 
you Will see that we ure ready to try it.’ I invited 
him te my room that night; he came, and beivre 
inorhing we had arranged that NashVille capitalists 
should take a third of the investment, myself and 
friends a third, on condition that we could arrange 
with certain railroad interests to take a third, which 
we soon after did. We organized upon a strong 
basis, giving .the home interests a full share of the 
orgunization, Management and proftits.’’ 

‘How is the investment likely to turn out?” 

“In reply to that question I can only say that we 
are so Well satistied that if a cash check for three- 
quarters of a million Vollars was offered to us to-day 
over and above all our payments on this trade it 
would be declined, after all the real ca- 
pacity of the railroad or coal and _ iron 
property depends upon its connection and 
management. A railroad may haye the same road- 
bed, cross-ties, track, etc., ranning with little orno 
connection and not pay interest on 3,000 a mile, 
while the same road with proper connections would 
pay interest on $43,000, So it was with this property, 
fhe claimants and owners were lawing umong 
themselves, and the property, so to speak, was in 
the woods. We boughtit about on about the same 
basis that the old East Tennessee stock was bought

A STRANGE TRAGEDY. 


DISCUSSING THE PRESIDENTIAL 
SUCCESSION IN PRISON. 

The Disputants Grow Heated, the Result of Which is 
the Murder of One of the Prisoners--A Strange 
Scene in Court on the Trial of the Crimi- 
nal.--Other Items of Criminal News. 


Troy, N Y, September 17—A few years since 
Henry King was sentenced to serve a life term in 
Dannemora prison for murdering a New York city 
detective. A short time afterthe shooting of Presi- 
dent Garfield, King and another convict named 
Hamilton got into an altereation regarding the char 
acter of Vice-President Arthur and his fitness to ad- 
minister the affairs of the nation in the event of 
Garfield’s death and Arthur's succession to the pres- 
idency. Hamilton made some remark which was not 
complimentary to Arthur, whereupon King struck 
his brother convict two blows on the head with an 
ax, killing him instantly. King was tried on the 
charge of murder at the circuit court in-session at 
Plattsburg, yesterday, Judge Landon presiding. 
Three witnesses were sworn for the proseention— 
the prison physician, a cook, and one of the keep- 
ers. No evidence was introdticed in behalf of the 
prisoner. The taking of testimony occupied about 
one hour anda half, when the jury retired. After 
an absence of about two hours, they returned, and 
requested the judge to explain the legal difference 
between murder in the first and second degree, 
His honor was about to reply, when the prisoner 
arose to his feet and said: 

“Your honor and gentlemen ofthe jury, this was 
not a murder in the second degree; it Was a. delibe- 
rate and premeditated murder. I know that I have 
done wrong; that I ought to confess the truth, and 
that I ought to be hung.’’ 

Here the prisoner’s counsel tried in vain to silence 
him. 

“No,’’ continued King, ‘I have done wrong. It 
ismy duty toconfess ity andI cannot help doing so. 
Icannot keep still. Iplead guilty to murder in the 
first degree. It was 15 minutes from the time I 
struck the first blow with the ax until I struck him 
the second time; and all thistime I kept thinking, 
‘I will finish thisman.’ If thatis not premeditated 
murder, whatisit? Ihave already killed twomen. 
Whatis my life to me? The life of either of these 
twomen whom I have killed is worth a dozenof 
mine.’’ 

The prisoner then sat down, whereupon the judge 
informed the jury ‘‘that, in view of the prisoner's 
admission that the murder was premeditated, there 
was no necessity for any further explanation of law 
on his part.’’ The jury thereupon retired, and very 
soon came back with a verdict of guilty. 

In response to the question as to whether he had 
anything tosay why the sentence of death should 
passed upon him, King replied: 
‘Nothing, sir; the sentence is a just 
one; I ought to be hung.’’ He was 
sentenced to be hanged at Plattsburg on the 4th of 
November next, between the hours of 10 o’clock in 
the forenoon and 2 o’clock in the afternoon. King 
is said to be a remarkably intelligent man. His ap- 
pearance in court yesterday was certainly impres- 
sive, and his deliberate manner when addressing 
the courtand jury madethe scene dramatic. The 
doomed man is 31 years of age, was born in New 
York city, where his old mother resides, and was 
educated in the Roman Catholic faith.

TRADE MATTERSIN ENGLAND. 


The Action of the Lancashire Mill Men in Regard te 
Liverpee! Cotten. 

LONDON, September 17.—The cotton moyement 
has now assumed a more important aspect than 
hitherto, There wasa meeting at Manchester yes- 
terday of the manufacturers of north and northeast 
Lancashire to consider the position of the manufac- 
turing branch of the trade which is represented to 
be in an unprofitable state in consequence of the 


action of the spinners. 

The meeting unanimously favored running only 3 
days weekly fer a month, or during such 
time as the spinners stopped; provided, 
the manufacturers to the extent of two-thirds of the 
looms are willing to adopt that course. The meet- 
ing adjourned until Tuesday. Meanwhile the local 
secretary will obtain the views of manufacturers of 
the different districts. If the suggestion thus made 
is carried out, the agitation will be greatly ex- 
tended, and matters will become much more 
serious for the Liverpool cotton brokers, 
The secretary of the master’s association yesterday 
evening dispatched circulars to the main branches 
of the trade, inviting them to agree to the stoppage 
on teams similar to those proposed at the Manches- 
ter meeting. A correspondent writes to the Times 
that it is untrue that a corner has been arranged by 
a combination of brokers. There is, he says, prac- 
tically only one operater concerned, namely, 
Morris Ranger.

WASHINGTON, September 17.—The court-martial 
to try cases which have accumulated at the barracks 
here during the past month assembled to-day at the 
arsenal, The cases under consideration were those 
of the regular routine of army life.

quainted with the particulars of the Mitehell-Cook — 
shooting affray, which occurred between Douglas. 
ville and Powder Springs Friday morning. 

“You see,” said the gentleman, “the parties 
were J F Cook, his step-son Joe Mahathy, William 
Mitchell, hisson and a man named Nottingham. 
For years past there has been an old difficulty be- 
tween Mitchell and Cook and on more than one 6c- 
casion the tragedy of yesterday came near being 
enacted, but both men were men of standing and 
friends kept them apart. 


Mitchell lived on a farm in Douglas county and 
Cook in Paulding county. Their farms adjoin and 
this was the eause of the original difficulty, I can’t 
tell you the particulars but it was something about 
a line fence that caused the first fuss. On last Mon- 
day Cook found a wt of § Mitchell's 
hogs in his corn field and drove them out. 
Mitchell happened to see Cook driving his hogs 
Away, and made an assault upon him. He was ae- 
companied by a young man named Nottingham 
who was working for bien and the two were teo 
much for Cook, who was compelled to abandon the 
battle field. This renewed the old diffieulty, and 
Cook swore he would be revenged. 

Last Friday morning Cook again found Mitchell's 
hogs in hiseorn field. He sent Mitchell word that 
they were there and then went home and armed 
himself with an old musket loaded with shot and 
ball, Accompanied by his stepson, Joe 
Mahathy, Cook then went . back to the 
corn field for the purpose of driving the hogs oat, 
but was met by Mitchell, his son, aged about eigh- 
teen years, and Nottingham. The sight of the trio 
did not frighten Cook and his son, and they went 
for the hogs in gallant style, but the Mitchells came 
to the defense of their property, and a general fight 
ensued. It seems that Nottingham, who was a 
stout young man, rushed at Cook, who told him 
to go away, but with threats, Nottingham contin- 
ued his advance until Cook fired. Cook's aint was 
good, and Nottingham fell dead 
at dozen holes through his heart. The 
elder Mitchell then struck Cook with a stone knock- 
ing him down. As soon as Cook fell Mitchell 
jumped upon him and began stabbing him with a 
knife. Muahathy, Cook’s stepson, then picked up 
the musket and struck the elder Mitchell two fear- 
‘ful blows over the head with it, crushing the skull 
terribly. 

When the battle was over Nottingham was dead, 
Cook was badly wounded having received three 
ugly knife cuts; and Mitchell was uneon- 
scious. As soon as possible the wounded 
men were removed to their homes where Dr. Pool, 
of Douglasville,and Dr Cotton, of Powder Springs. 
Visited them. Cook's woundsare pronounced seri- 
ous butitis believed that he will . seon recover. 
Mitchell's injuries are thought to be fatal. The gun 
was aheavy weapon and the skull was so badly 
crushed that the brain oozed out. 

The affair occurred in Paulding county and*the 
coroner held an inquest yesterday over the body of 
Nottingham. Aftera careful investigation a verdict 
of justifiable homicide was rendered. The affair 
has created the wlidest excitement.

The Sinking Fund. 

WASHINGTON, September 17.—At the beginning of 
the fiscal year 1881 there was a balance of very near- 
ly $50,000,000 due the sinking fund. The amountdue 
this fund for the fiscal year 1881 was about $40,000,- 
000, thus making a total of $90,000,000 to be paid be- 
fore the Ist of last July, in order to meet all 
matured obligations of the treasury 
to the fund, It appears, however, that, 
although the public debt was reduced over $100,- 
000,000 during the fiscal year ended June 30th, only 
about $70,000,000 of redeemed or purchased bonds 
were placed to the sinking fund aceount, thus leav- 
ing a balance of $20,000,000 due the fund at the be- 
ginning of the current fiscal year. This balance, 
udded to the $42,000,000 due for the current year, 
makes a total of 22,000,000 to be paid before 
July 1, 1882, provided that all the require- 
ments of the fund should be metfat this date.

Judge Thomas A Foster, of Calhoun, committed 
suicide yesterday at hishome by shooting himself 
twice with a pistol.

BURGUND'’S DISAPPEARANCE. 


The Gallant Young Man Interrupted In Mis Course 
by the Police of Nev Oricans. 

Yesterday's CONSTITUTION contained an announce- 
ment of the sudden and mysterious departure of 
M. C. Burgund, the German druggist. The article 
was quite a surprise to Burgund’s friends, many of 
whom refused to believe that he had skipped the 
town until it became generally Known that the fol. 
lowing telegram had been received: 

NEW ORLEANS, September 17—11:50.—W A Starnes, 
captain of police, Atlanta, Ga.: Max C Burgund 
under arrest. What is charge against him’ Answer 
immediately, THos N BOYNLAN, 

' Chief Police. 

Soon after the receipt of the message Miss Lang- 
don went before Judge Tanner, and swore out a 
warrant against Burgund charging him with lar- 
ceny after trust, and then the chief of police of 
New Orleans was instructed to hold the wanted 
nian, 

The creditors of Burgund (and there are few men 
in Atlanta who have not felt his stand-off), were 
then consulted and by each a sumof money was 
given for the purpose of defraying the expenses of 
an officer to fetch Burgund back. 

After the money had been subscribed and paid 
up, Governor Colquitt was asked for a requisition 
and last nightat 12:45 o’elock Mike White, one of 
Atlanta's detectives, left for New Orleans, armed 
with the necessary papers. Before leaving Mr. 
White was given one of Burgund’s photographs 
that he had presented Miss Langdon. 

Yesterday morning all of the furniture that Bur- 
gund had bought was taken from the house and re- 
turned to the respective owners. During 
the day the subject was discussed  gener- 
ally. Burgund was well known in Atlanta 
and up to the present has possessed the respect and 
esteem of all. He was looked upon as an industri- 
ous, sober, quiet gentleman, but since this escapade 
has rained mublicity many of his tricks have been 
broughtto light. He was one of the most expe 
billiardists in Atlanta, and to-day most of the bill- 
liard saloonsin the eity possess his ‘‘autograph,”’ 
He was fond of tine wines and could hide as much 
of it as anv man in Atlanta and to-day the 
saloons regret. that fact. He liked a 
good cigar and to nearly every cigar house 
in town he has said ‘I'll see you later.’’ He wasan 
admirer of fast driving horses, as all of the Atlanta 
livery men know. In fact, he was one of the’boys, 
though nobody knew it. 

A gentleman in Atlanta who has known him ever 
since he eame to America said to a CONSTITUTION 
representative yesterday: ‘“‘He isa good one. At- 
lanta is not the only town that he hasskipped. Why, 
afew vearsago he left Cincinnati with another 
man’s wife, and the Enquirer of that city wrote 
him big. It was headed, ‘Maximilian’s Mash,’ 
and wasa rich effusion.’’ Burgund is represented 
by those who kifow him best asa man of thorough 
Heis the son of a German army officer, 
Sinee coming to 
America he-has expanded all over the country, and 
was en route, soitis said, to South America when 
captured in New Orleans. 

On Whitehall street nearly every store was patron- 
ized by him. He represented to the merchants from 
Whom he bought that he had just been mar- 
ried, and _ that he wanted the goods 
the tirst of the month, when 
he would pay for them. When he returns other 
warrants will be procured against himand Burgund 
will have a tough time of ft unless he can ante hand- 
somely, 

Miss Langdon says that she intends to prosecute 
him whether he returns the ringornot. She said 
yesterday: “Burgund induced me to come to At- 
lanta and then deserted me. Not satisfied with this, 
he stole my diamond ring and $100 in money from 
my trunk. He may have been a gentleman, but if 
there is any law-I will yet see him inside the peni- 
tentiary. I want no compromise; | only want jus- 
tice and think I can get that,”’

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- THE COTTON SITUATION 


Aa Reviewed from the Standpoint of New Orleans. 

New ORLEANS, September 17.—Special dis- 
patches tothe New Orleans Democrat from all 
sections of the ‘cotton states give the following ac- 
eount of the condition of the crops on the 16th of 
September: 

Alabama—Heavy rains fell on the 14th and 15th 
doing considerable damage to cotton and greatly 
interfering with picking; the prospects seem favora- 
ble for more rain; previous to this picking had been 
very general and from 4% to 4% crop had beer picked 
and only about 4% had been marketed; crop will be 
at least 44 short; its quality excellent. 

Arkansas—The weather continues cool and dry; 

iicking pre ssing rapidly; the crop will probably 
ayersens oie less than last year’s; quality excellent. 

Florida—The rain on the 16th interfered some 
with picking; previously thereto icking has been 
general. Receipts were light; the quality of the 
staple continues excellent. 

Georgia—The rains have greatly improved cotton 
but interfered with picking; about half of the crop 
hasgeen gathered and it ix coming in rapidly; the 
acreage is five per cent greater than last year, but 
the condition of the crop bad. 

Louisiana—Light and refreshing shewers fell 
throughout the state on the 15th, greatly improving 
the condition of cotton; picking is progressing 
slowly; from one-half to two-thirds of the crop is 
already gathered, and one-quarter marketed. 
Picking will be over by October 15th. In some 
portions of the state it is estimated only one-half 
crop will be made. 

In Mississippi the rains have been general, but 
have done no bare, about one-half the crop picked. 
Picking will be over by the middle of October— 
nine times as much cotton has been shipped to 
market as this time last year. . 

Tennessce—Picking is progressing rapidly and the 
receipts are far ahead of last year. 

Texas—The cotton crop ik not promising. Itis 
burned and the late rains will do more harm than 
good. The cropisa failure; about one-halfhas been 
vathered already and the picking Will be over by 
November first. Some sections will probably only 
have one-quarter of a crop.

on them. With a good field glass, which a 
friend in. WashMeton loaned me, I could 
bring the objects nearer, but I preferred the 
natural, unassisted eye, as the motion of the 
cars interfered with the use of the glass. So, 
for two hours, we wound our way through 
twenty-five tunnels more, until at last, the 
beautiful plains of Sardinia came into view. 
They looked like paradise itself, set in an 
overchanging frame of mountains—hues 
brightening, softening, darkening, like a 
kaleidoscope—new forms every moment be- 
hind us,and green fields anda * ‘pleasant land” 
before us. We reached Turin at 6:36, and I 
found a bath essential to existence. A good 
night's rest at the hotel D’ Anglais followed. 
and I had a few hours in “the morning 
to take a view of the city after writing my 
letters, and I improved the time as much as 
possible. But I did not remain long in 
Turin. Italian life, in its best phases, is to 
be seen here, but the city has declined in im- 
vortance since it ceased to be a royal residence. 
‘ictor Emmanuel is commemoratedjin many 
forms—statues, paintings, and public build- 
ings all bear testimony to the affection of the 
people for him. His wild, unpromising youth 

—at least when viewed from the standpoint of 
Prince Metternich it was without promise— 
nevertheless terminated in a patriotic man- 
hood which has placed his name among the 
world’s greatest herves. He was emphatically 
the creator of a people, and united Italy will 
preserve his memory as long as she exists as a 
nation. 

Leaving Turin by what we would call an ac- 
commodation train, I had a tiresome ride of 
nearly six hours to Milan, the distance being 
only eighty-four miles, At every station the 
train stopped for any body or anything, but 
the slow rate of speed enabled me to see the 
country to advantage. I found thousands of 
acres of ricé growing by the roadside—some of 
it nearly re ady to reap and some receiving its 
last overflow. This whole territory is full of 
historical interest. The Cavour canal, a work 
of art inferior to none of its kind, perpetuates 
the memory of that statesman. It passes over 
ariver by an acqueduct 2,500 yards long, and 
under four rivers by means of syphon-tunnels 
formed of masonry. When I speak of rivers, 
it must be understood that I am using the 
language of the country, but an American 
must remember that the Thames, Seine, 
Rhone and the Po are not so large as the 
smaller North American streams. Neither are 
these waters beautiful in appearance. 
The rains, when they fall here, muddy 
them into the semblance of cream or 
an inferior quality of skimmed milk. The 
day was very fine and the group of Monte 
Rosa mountains was very beautiful. I re- 
gretted much that for lack of time I was com- 
pelled to hurry past many places that would 
have well repaid a visit. Among these was 
Norara, near which city the Austrian general 

tadetsky defeated the Piedmont army in 
1849, and caused the abdication of Carlo Al- 
berto. Continuing my journey we passed the 
battle field of Magenta, where 
Mahon won his dukedom. About 
reached Milan. 

The principal abject in making a stop at 
this place was to make a visit to the celebrated 
cathedral. The city is also of perpetual in- 
terest from a historical point of view. It was 
here that Constantine the Great in A. D. 313, 
issued the decree for the toleration of Chris- 
tianity, afterward followed in A. D. 325 by a 
proclamation which made the Christian re- 
ligion the creed of the empire. Whatever 
may be thought of the union of the church 
and the state, this Milan decree stopped the 
bloody persecution of the Christians—to be 
followed, alas! by the persecution of so-called 
Christians against the dissenters from ortho- 
doxy, and *‘our mother,’’ Rome! 

The city of Milan has a population of 270,- 
000 inhabitants. The first publis edifice Which 
I visited was the grand yalle Try of Victor 
Emmanuel. I[t is anime nse b azaar, formed 
in the shape of a Latin roofed with 
glass, and cost £1,,5000,000, The octagon in the 
center is crowned by a cupola 180 feet high, 
and is adorned by handsome frescoesand stat- 
ucs. Among these last, | was pleased to find 
our own Washington on the side representing 
America, and Volta. the electrician, with 
his voltaic pile. The gallery now 
lighted by electricity and the 
evening the cream of Milanese society 
meets there to drink beer, wine, coffee and 
mineral waters. My guide informed me that 
the architect of this structure was killed by a 
fall froin the scafiold just before its comple- 
tion. The municipal government had bound 
him by a forfeit to complete the work by a 
given time, with a penalty of fifty pounds per 
diem if he failed. He was four months be- 
hind time, and beingin financial embarrass- 
ment otherwise, the splendid building was 
about to bankrupt him. Ascending the scaf- 
fold one day he told a companion that he 
would be down in afew minutes. In a short 
time he came down, indeed, but only as a 
mangled corpse, falling froma height of 180 
feet tothe marble pavement below. His fall, 
it is believed, was not accidental, but designed. 
His widow was granted a gift of twenty thou- 
sand francs and an annuity for life—and his 
estate relieved of the forfeit. It is asad story 
and I give it as related to me by the guide in 
a mixture of English and Italian. I have no 
printed authority forthe story, but if true, 
what asad commentary upon a city council 
that would urge a man of genius to self- 
destruction, for the paltry purpose of gaining 
afew weeks in the construction of a work of 
art destined to embellish the city for all time. 

Near to this grand gallery is the cathedral 
of Milan. I have seen splendid pictures of 
this structure, in almost every species of art, 
painting, chromo, and engraving, but no pic- 
ture can do it justice, It is worth a voyage 
across the Atlantic to see thiscathedral. It is 
an epic poem in marble—a world of wonders 
underneath a forest of spires. Itisin the 
form of a Latin cross, its extreme length 486 
feet—breadth 351 feet, and, from the pave- 
ment to the statue of the Virgin Mary on the 
top is 355 feet. The largest nave is 164 feet in 
height. There are nearly 3,500 statues in the 
building, the work of an army of sculptors, 
running back for nearly five centuries. It 
was begun under the auspices of the duke. of 
Milan, in 1386. Remorse for the murder of 
his uncle andgcousins, is said to have prompt- 
ed him to the work of building a church des- 
tined to be one of the wonders of the world. 
He gave the marble from his own estates, 
and chose a German for his architect,."Henry 
of Gmunden. The Italians were not skilled 
in the pointed style of architecture which he 
pslectad. and hence a German architect. The 
construction advanced slowly, however, and 
is not finished even now, for a part of it con- 
tains an immense scaffold for filling in the 
stained glass of the windows on one side, and 
there is room for 1,500 statues more, making 
5,000 in all. The chureh covers an area of 
108,000 square feet, and has never been filled 
by an audience but once, and then under its 
roof 60,000 people stood to hear the proclama- 
tion of “United Italy!’’ * There are 52 fluted 
columns of marble, octagonal in shape, 72 
feet high, and 24feet in circumference. These 
52columns divide the building into five nayes, 
and itis a matter of hours to make the cir- 
cuit of the interior, even when giving only a 
passing glance at each object of interest. 

This cursory view I took on Sunday morn- 
ing just before the thme for the regular ser- 
vice. Desiring to obtain an intelligent con- 
ception of the pve eedings in a cathedral of 
so much note, requested my guide to con- 
duct me to the most favorable point for seeing 
and hearing. Just before 11 o'clock, 
ducted me to the choir, in front of the great 
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altar, and in a few yards of the performing 


priests. Within this railing in the choir, on 
seats not remarkable for looks or comfort, 
there were seated about one hundred 
persons, whilst two or three thousand 
were coming and going all the time I was 
there. A number of men with a species of 
uniform were employed in furnishing very 
common rush-bottomed chairs to visitors and 
worshippers, for which service, I noted, a 
penny or two was paid. The service of the

Not a sou! could tell what was said or sung 
unless he knew it beforehand. Nor did an 
considerable number pay attention to it. AP 
ter this had continued some time a sudden

priests behind the altar. Then a few notes 
from another great organ over my head was 
followed by a similar response. Then three 
bishops made their appearance, in crimson 
robes, and acolvtes in white, with’ hurning 
tapers. Each one made a bend of the. knee 
before the crucifix on the altar, in the most 
perfunctory way I ever saw any one kneel 
down. Then a bishop ascended the steps of 
the altar, whilst a lad held a taper, and read 
something, only a few verses out of the Gos- 
pels, I suppose, as I caught only wo or three 
words of ftalian Latin. Then there were bow- 
ings, and filing, and marching about the altar, 
and burning of incense, the smoke of which 
rose up to the ceiling, and the odor reached 
my olfac ‘tories, and left the impression of its 
being otherwise than fragrant. 

After this, in single file, the bishops disap- 

veared for a few moments, and came out again 
in a kind of niche which forms one of the two 
pulpits fronting the center of the cathedral. 
Here lessons were read again, and the 
procession returned to the altar, by 
the way they came. After march- 
ing about for some minutes, they suddenly 
became seated, and a sharp, clear-toned voice 
rang from a gilded perch « ‘alled a pulpit,nearly 
over my head. This,it seems,was the preacher 
forthe day, He worea kind of cap, whose 
name I cannot recall at this moment, but not 
unlike asmoking cap, or a Turk’s fez in ap- 
pearance. Pronouncing the name of the 
Savior, he doffed his cap and held it in his 
hands a few minutes, then replaced it on his 
head and began his sermon. His voice was 
exceedingly pleasant, a little high in its key, 
but his words were spoken withisuch distinct- 
ness that I listened to him with delight. 
Speaking slowly, enunciating clearly, I was 
ahie to understand what he said. There was 
very little of action in his manner. The 
beautiful Italian speech flowed from his 
tongue with captivating mellowness. Now 
and then his voice rose to animation, and his 
gestures were appropriate and graceful. A ser- 
mon it could not be called. He told us that 
it was a great error to suppose that one relig- 
ion was as good as another; that there was 
only one true religion, the Catholic, Apostolic 
and Roman. The words were spoken, as in- 
deed the whole speech, if it was written 
previously and not extemporaneous. Cer- 
tainly the first part of. his discourse was sufti- 
ciently familiar to his hearers, as it forms the 
prince ipal stock in trade of the Roman pulpit. 
Having closed this exordium, he was good 
enough to tell us that the Divine Father had 
more respect to deeds than to words—and to 
profess a religion was not enough; one must 
practice its preeepts. There were many men, 
he told us,who thought of nothing but making 
money and heaping up riches, caring nothing 
for the poor, whether they starved or fed upon 
husks, This was not Christianity, nor did the 
Divine Redeemer look with complacency 
upon such professed Christians. Having pro- 
nounced the Divine name, he crossed himself 
Il thought the talking 
was over and turned to the altar to see what 
the: next thing to be done. But the 
perfectly still, and] 
verily believe one of*the mitred gentlemen 
was asleep, for [saw him nodding and stretch- 
ing himself; then came a sudden movement 
as if he had caught himself -napping, and he 
resumed the attitude of attention. Whether 
the bishop was asleep or not, there were over 
fifty of the audience inside the railing in that 
refreshing state, and some of them were gently 
snoring not farfrom where I sat. The preacher 
avain, however, and recommenced his 
discourse. He said there were some stupid 
souls that never concerned themselves about 
religion—and only thought of making money 
—until they were sick or at death’s door. 
Then they were in a hurry to send fora priest, 
and were very particular to be thought pious 
people. He denounced tl “stupid” sinners 
with great earnestness, and advised them to 
begin at once by helping the orphan and the 
widow—relieving the necessities of all that 
were in distress, many of whom were their 
near neighbors. After along exhortation to 
this effect, he said that this would be the best 
method of proving their religion and recom- 
mending them to the merey of the Redeemer. 
Having pronounced this name, he again 
rapidly made the sign of the cross and sat 
down. Here I thought the sermon must be 
ended, for he had been talking nearly half an 
hour; but not so. Replacing the cap on his 
head, he*arose again, and delivered tlie 
peroration. This was of a practical character, 
indeed, and so convinced were the collectors 
of this fact, that he had not spoken a dozen 
words before the long-handled pockets began 
to circulate through the audience. I narrowly 
watched these bags as they traveled through 
the assembly, and I found that those who 
crossed themselves most devoutly on entering 
the place, allowed the purses to pass without 
giving asolitary penny for the poor widows and 
orphans for whom the preacher was pleading. 
The silver that went into the purses was mostly 
from the Protestant hearers, who, like myselt, 
could agree, if they understood him,with many 
of the sentiments of the preacher. I thought, 
however, that there was a singular inconsist- 
ency in one of the preacher's illustrations. He 
told us of one of the early saints who sold all 
that he had and gave the money to the poor. 
This example he commended, but I do not 
think the rich canons of the cathedral relished 
this doctrine. Certainly they do not practice 
it. Near the cathedral! an immense 
building, the lower story entirely formed of 
shops and stores. This house stands on an old 
cemetery, Which tlrese fathers have occupied 
with improvements that yield twenty of them 
the handsome sum of 33,000 a year each. 
These canons perform no other function, my 
guide tells me, but the reading of a few lessons 
on the Sabbath. When one of them dies, a 
brother’s son, though he may not have been a 
priest, immediately becomes a canon, and 
draws this salary for life. It is an oftice, 
hence, which is never yacant for a single 
month, and the number restricted to 
twenty. These items the guide gave me— 
whether they are authentic] cannot tell. But, 
be it as it may, the purses were not full that 
day, and copper coins comprised most of the 
gifts, even from those who were well-dressed, 
and seemed .to be in comfortable circum- 
stances, 

At last. the 
having listened to him forty minutes, 
the other. proceedings as many 
I followed the example of some 
my Catholic neighbors, and quietly re- 
tired. As I withdrew I observed that the 
preacher’s audience in the center of the cathe- 
dral had scattered, and perhaps two thousand 
people were coming and going into all parts of 
the building. - Sitting in an elevated position, 
so that I could look over the audience, Iam 
satistied that not above two hundred persons 
paid any attention to the sermon. Among 
these there were at least a hundred Protestants, 
and of the remainder scarcely a score seemed 
to belong to the wealthy and intelligent pop- 
ulation of the city. I did not see a dozen 
ladies who, by their dress and manners, seem- 
ed to belong to the middle or upper classes in 
society. There isa volume in this fact. 

That night, in the grand gallery, there were 
six or seven. thousand people, and, beyond 
doubt, they belonged to the ‘‘upper ten”’ of 
Milan. Not a beautiful woman—positively 
not one, did I see among the worshippers in 
the cathedral, but many, very many, sipping 
cool waters and pleasant drinks in the grand 
gallery. Another observation: I have been 
now as long onthe continent, as I was in 
England. Here I have not seen a human be- 
ing under the influence of intoxicating 
drinks; in England, the last scene I wit- 
nessed in leaving London was a drunken wo- 
man, with bleeding mouth and bloodshot eyes 
being carried by policemen to prison! Ac- 
count for it as we may, this is the truth as I 
have seen it, and I think every traveler in 
Europe will indorse my statement. Never 
have I seen such perfect order—such uniform 
politeness to strangers—such manifest proof 
of a temperate peopts. asI have witnessed in 
France and Italy. Among the thousands, in 
dense throngs, | have not caught the odor of 
rum, gin, brandy or whisky! Let us pause 
and reflect.
